Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 6-1 1 and 21-22 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not teach or suggest a power supply system for providing electrical power to a 
telecommunications facility, comprising, inter alia, a modular containing for enclosing a 
plurality of individual rectifier/super capacitor devices pre-wired in parallel, at least on 
microturbine generator, one or more proton exchange membranes, and the first 
switching mechanism preassembled with sensing/control mechanism, wherein the 
modular container is capable of being transported to the telecommunications facility and 
coupled with the telecommunications equipment contained therein. 

The prior art discloses modular generators and UPS systems that are 
preassembled and are transported to a desired location and installed on-site. The prior 
art, however, does not disclose the configurations of applicant's modular container or its 
use with a telecommunications facility.
